And our state of 
happiness is regulated by our efforts to constantly become more useful 
members of society. 
When I am thrilled with beauty, a sense of happiness seems to flow 
through me. I cannot explain it. any more than I can explain why it is 
th at beauty affects me at all. We seem to be born with an urge to rise 
higher, and to grow. Our years are progressive periods, not merely meas­ 
urements of time. There is a richness of thought behind our m aturer 
years. 
Trivial things drop away, as hardly worthy of notice, as we delve into 
Ideas and work them out for the benefit of others. If this life ended all, 
we would be more prone, perhaps wholly so, tp live selfishly, working out 
all problems so as to meet our own gain. But this is not so. 
Few can 
live for themselves alone, if indeed any can. 
What is beyond? I like to think that something better is beyond, in 
the same way as I have always felt that all losses and disappointments 
are matched with something infinitely greater in value, just so long as we 
divorce our own desires and wed them to the larger good of the world. 
When Charles Sumner was dying, he whispered to those nearest hun: 
“Look after my Civil Rights Bill.” 
To the last his thoughts were con­ 
cerned with the generous stream of his entire life effort. He seemed not 
concerned as to what was beyond for him.
